1 prize 
your sympathy the more as sou are 
yourself afflicted with the same in- 
linnity. The loss of hearing is, in- 
deed, a gre the greatest, per- 
haps, nc\l to that, of eight, which 
could befall either of our external 
senses. And yet it is not without 

its compensations. My mother was 
for mans years afflicted with deafne 

yet she used lo say to those who pitied 
her. " I got rid' of hearing a v 
(leal of nonsense." She doubtless did 
find tins compensation, and so. mv 
dear brother, do sou and 1. Ami 
not only so ; we get rid of hearing 
many disagreeable noises and sounds. 
Nature, in ifs flitting course, has 
many unpleasanl sounds. The most 
"i these it is our privilege to escape. 
Then there are moral lessons to he 
gathered from our infirmity, the most 
important of which is thai of sub- 
mission. Cod, in his wisdom, gave 
us the sense of hearing, and in equal 
wisdom lie lias seen tit to take it 
away. He knows what is most for 
his own glory and the gn id, 

and it. is for us to how in sweet ami 
cm-dial submission to his will. The 
"f one sense should also lead us 
io set a higher value on those which 
remain, and to feel the greater obliga- 
tion of gratitude to the Cixer of till 
our mercies. 

You inquire as lo the dutv of at- 
tending public worship |on the Sab- 
bath. You cannot hear much that 

is said (neither can i). and vou in- 
quire whether it would he better for 
pa lo stav at home and emplos the 
in useful rending. You are not. the 
lirst person who has asked this ques- 
tion, nor is ii one lo he readils an- 
swered. I have known several good 
persona, male and female, who have 
answered it negatively, and have neg- 
lected public worship, for the in 
part, from year to sear, simply on 
count of (heir deafness. I will not 
answer the question directly myself 
hut will tell you what is inv osvn 
practice, and will n my reasons 

for it. My practice is to attend meet- 
ing regularly, when circumstances fa- 
vor; and 1 0080 for the following It 
sons : 

In llie tirsi place I lore to an to 
meeting. This has been my halm for 
a long course of years, and il would 
be painful (o give it up. I love the 
place se! apart especially for divine 
service- the bouse which is called 
emphatically the house of Cod. I 
lose to see the faces of mv brethren 
and sisters, lo feel that I ain still one 
of I hem. and to unite with them, 
far as possible in their worship. 

I like to honor the institution of 
public worship, which I believe to be 
an institution of Cod. 1 would at- 
tend upon it for its own sake irre- 
spective of advantages anticipated or 
red. And vet i feel that there 
are advantages even for the deaf man. 
If he cannot hear he can see. Be 
can xvitnoss llie order and solemnity 
of the service. He can aympath 
with the manner and earnestness of 
the speaker and lift up a prayer for a 
blessing on his labors. 

Then my example in attending 
public Woishin, 1 think, is worth 
something. 1 know il has a good in- 
fluence on some of my neighbors. I 
hear of their saving": "If Dr. — . 
with his deafness." is at the trouble to 
go to meeting, thongh lie may not he 

able to hear a word that is sa'id. tl 
surely I ought to go, If it is worth 
something to him, notwithstanding 
his deafness, then it must, be of great- 
er importance to me." 1 threw out.

asking son to take them into prayerful 
deration and do as your eon- 
iall decide. 
Lei us bear in mind my dear broth- 
er, that though we have lost, in <r, 
measure, one of the bodily senses 
which God has given us we iiaxe not 
losi our personal responsibility. We 
are still in the number of God'a in- 
telligenl creatures, and are hound to 
serve him to the full extent of em- 
powers.
